\ Richard Burkart has failed in his attempt to have the 
February 28th presidential election invalidated. His petition 
was denied by Chief Returning Officer Lalq Hanafi after a 
lengthy hearing Tuesday night. ' . 

In the election, Burkart, currently External VlcC'Prcsidciit 
lost to Robert Hiijaly by 43 vnlcâ, 1804 to 1841. 

At the hearing, law studciitti Chris Wcndlandt and Lcniiy 
Ulcrbricr, representing iiurknrt, prcsoiilcd llircc main arguments 
for Invalidation: that the McGUt Dally violated the Students' 
Society Constitution with its February 28th editorial which "was 
an attack on Burkart'>^u^at;candldate''; that the Post-Graduatc 
Students' Society puIÎHcatlôni^'rhé ' Martlet, ; which' appeared on 
campus the day before the election, prejudiced the vote through 
a front page news story and an editorial; and that the presence 
of people wearing "Hajaly, Hyihan, Foster" buttons In the vicinity 
of the polls on the day of the election also violated the electoral 
bylaws. 

During tlie three-hour hearlne,':Mlctiacl Carence nhd Douglas 
Pascal argued against invalidation on'HaJaly's behalf. Hanafi also 
heard testimony from Dally Editor Peter Allnutt, Martlet Editor

Wendlandt quoted several passages from the Dally editorial, 
"On Bllingualism In UGEQ", which, lie said, clearly Inferred the 
incompetence of Burkart, although It did not mention him by 
name. 

- He also claimed the front page news story in the Martlet 
contained falsehoods and that along with the editorial, It pre- 
judiced the election. ^^^^^ : 

Burkart's third argumentn was that the presence near the 
polls of people wearing campaign buttons violated Section V of 
the Students' Society electoral by-laws which states that the 
Deputy Returning Officer must "remove all candidates' election 
posters, etc., from the general area of the polling station." 

In Ills decision, Hanafl ruled that the Daily editorial "docs 
not form the basis for Invalidation of an election," even if It 
violated the constitution. However, he said, in his role as Chief 
Returning Officer he was not competent to judge whether or not 
the editorial did in fact violate the constitution. 

Ilanafi dismissed the claim against the Martlet, stating there 
was no reference to the paper in either tiic Constitution or tlic 
Elec toral jiiBy;lavvfl ,

matter of the campaign buttons, citing only one complaint 
brought to the attention of the Deputy Returning Officer and 
himself all day at the one poll in question.

In the last several months we have seen 
on apparent change in the handling and 
f lov/ of information from the Administration. 
Those in charge appear concerned that stu- 
dents and faculty should khovyr What is 
happening and are instituting means to 
insure free, and .open communication. 

• The MçGîllfBulletirrIvaîr been distributed 
freely on^^ampus; it is bigger, includes 
Actions of Senate, and v/ill soon go bi- 
weekly. The Senate and Board of Governors 
have been making public reports on com- 
mittee activities, such as those of the dis- 
cipline Committee and the Placement Ser- 
vice Committee. 

However one of the older meorSof 
communication has. been maintained — Ad- 
ministration officials are still informing the 
public about the university through speçc^ 
to local clubs, q medium not open to sf 



dents. Henry Mayo, Chairman of the Poli- 
tical Science Department, at the University 
of Western Ontario has 'poini^^^^ the 
effects of this type of comnrttinication on 
public understanding of the university : it 
gives a factual and interpretive distortion of 
the actual developments and creates a rift 
between the public and students of the uni-> 
versity concerned. 

For example, the recent address by 
Registrar Colin McDougall to the Royal 
Mount Kiwonis Club would give anyone who 
read the Montreal Gazette the following 
morning the impression that oILactivist stu- 
dents are little more than ijpw^hungry 
neurotics "who only wish to destroy". Not- 

i withstanding Mr. McDougallV^ claim that 
here are'student« whSfwIsli^help build 
a better university, his analysis of the left 
atj,McGill is, on the who!e,^misleading and 
jpnly^serves to harden public mistrust of stu- 
Relent activism. We do not understand why 



an official of the Administration would see 
it in the university's 'interest to do this, if 
the Administration is genuinely dedicated 
to clearing away fearful misunderstanding. 
Painting a picture of students who want 
change mounting "an attack of personal vi- 
lifications against individuals" obscures the 
ideas they put forward. Stating that "these 
doctrinaire activists only wish to destroy" 
ignores the fact that it was SDU which first 
suggested a committee of Administration, 
faculty and students to study the university. 
— which subsequently became the highly 
prized Tri-Partite Commission.

library revisited 

As chairmaî^li^l^Scnàte 
Committee oti Communication 
of Information I must take al- 
most complete responsibility 
for . the unfortunate situation 
regarding the Library Com- 
mittco which you described 
in your February 28th issue 
under the heading "Senate Re- 
jects Proposal to Open Library 
Committee".

Senate, knowing that my 
Mminittee was making every 
effort, to produce its. report, for 
the Spring, dici refer the request 
of the Library Committee, that 
its meetings be accessible, to 
us on January 26th. We con- 
sidered the rhatter at our Feb- 
ruary 8th meeting and came to 
the conclusion that the proposal 
of the Library Committee was 
entirely in accord with our own 
views on the larger communic- 
ations problem and It was in- 
tended that I write to Senate to 
this effect Unfortunately I mis- 
laid the note I made to this effect 



and it was not Included In the 
minutes of our. meeting and, as 
a consequence^enate have not 
been apprli ^ jg ^ ^tcohtnilttee'ii 
opinion. I have now made good . 
this omission in a letter to the ' 
Registrar. 

While I accept most of the 
rcsponsitilllty for this situation 
some blame attaches to your 
reporter. Had ho li\(licatcd to 
me his reasons for asking about 
open meetings I would have ex- 
plained^ the situation and the 

"^ÉSSm.'^'' Implications of 
SemuipiBd faith would have 
been avoided. 

Much of my committee's final 
report will be directly pertiiient 
to the question of open meetings 
although wo had not intended 
to discuss them specifically. It 
is evident from your article

provide training for society's 
future personnel, and the res- 
ponsibility to look after the 
"Internal décor" of the hu- 
man being. Graham replied 
that if the university produced 
Intellectually satisfied stu- 
dents,; they' would be more 
willing to pa^d^ate . to so- 

When asked whether the 
university had the rcsponsi- 
bilitjr to elicit this "internal 
motivation" from' the students, 
Mallory said that the problem 
lay in the high schools, and 
all the university can do is 
create an environment in 
which students can develop 
their own motivation. 

However, Professor Robert 
Vogel, who represents the fa- 
culty on the Commission, call- 
ed the dichotomy between In- 
ternally and externally moti- 
vated students "pleasing, but 
totally "unfair", and suggested 
that the extent of freedom the 
internally-motivated students 
could have In shaping their 
studies would .have to :be, li- 
mited by the structure of ideas 
liihcrcntvMtKiiÏÊBtoîr^'"^ 



The next brief, prepared by 
Professor Brian nnbinxnn of 
Uic English Department, took 
the same approach. "It's no 
good giving the students free- 
dom of . thought," Robinson 
said, "if they don't have any 
knowledge." 

He outlined tiie fundamen- 
tals of a good lecture, saying 
that the professor should make 



a distinction between what is 
established and not establish-, 
cd, important and unimpor- 
tant "The student has to leam 
relevance, analytical tech- 
niques, and objectivity", he 
said. "This is what It means 
to be an educated . person; 
without this all is vain.'! 

When accused of being too 
lecture-oriented, Robinson re- 
plied that the student must 
first be^giyen^aLbaslc body of 
knowledgé^^â* later assign- 
ments which call for indepen- 
dent tiiought and make regur- 
gitation impossible. Jeffrey 
Marvin, student representa- 
tive on the Commission ar- 
gued that^^knowledge that 
is neatly synthesized and com- 
partmentalized is of no value 
to Ihc student and that he 
must go out and analyze by 
himself. 

Dean Cohen charact erized 
this as the dilemma betw^ 
the teacher and the tantallzer, 
and said he often found the 
(antalizcr theory more appeal- 
ing. 

The third brief, presented 
by Dr. C. P. Lcblond of the 
Faculty of Medicine, cmpha- 
.sized (he role of research in 
the unlvcrsily, and said that 
wlllioul research, teachers are 
not scholars. Tlie CEGEPs 
should be distinct, from the 
universides, he said, since 
they . carry on no research, 
and he proposed that the unl- 
vcrsily not be responsible for 
Iraining society's workers if 
it cannot pTay a role In the 
atlvances made in those pro- 
fessions. 

He asked for (he creation 



of a permanent Tri-Partite 
Commission to which the stu- 
dent^^ansbrlng their prob- 
lenu^^andfsuggested that the 
faculty participate In the Stu- 
dents' Council and the selec- 
tion of Da«y Editor, In order 
"to restore a feeUng of trust 
between the two groups". 

Undérgraduates are not 
members of the community, of 
scholars, said Dr. Leblond, al- 
though they are advancing 
toward It. Only graduate stu- 
dente are full* participants, . 
since they engage In research 
activities. . V

The characters arc often luckless, 
common and weird — the poor immi. 
grant who "hates his life passionately, 



and likewise fears his death", the 
lonesome hobo who has travelled 
many a wasted road, and the wicked 
messenger who always has some- 
thing unwanted to say. The main 
character of "The Drifter's Escape" 
may enjoy a happier fate than his 
counterparts, but the characters for 
the most part, appear shrouded in ob. 
scurity and vagueness; the stories lend 
nowhere. Whereas we might feel sym? 
pathy for the clinriictcrs of "Blonde 
on Blonde", we are now confronted 



with the twistings of life Itself, not 
just one person's misfortunes. Hero 
cause and effect have more promin- 
ence than nn individual's psyche. Dy- 
lan is dealing with the human ele* 
ments common; to, all. 



The songs on "John Wesley Hard- 
ing" urc Himplc iiiid direct, although 
their consequences are complicated. 
The themes that race through the 
record are not new; . they have been 



examined by everyone from Plato to 
Sartre. Yet in this album, Dylan 
takes his first -crack at them, and he 
succeeds in presenting a few problems 
magnificently. Ho continues to con- 
trol everything he approaches in 
song, whether it be a relaxed love 
song like "I'll Bo Your Baby To- 
night" or a heavy, almost religious 
one like "I Dreamed I Saw St. Au- 
gustine". The songs arc fascinating, 
and "John Wesley Harding" ia the 
best album to be heard in a long 
while. '

Because of this 
muling the whole reaction of Stephen lo his mother's 
death does not take on a consistent or significant 
role in the film's attempt to probe the Bloom-Stephen- 
Molly relationship.' 

-;WhilelMol[ij|isr handled with con- ' 
siderable sensitivity by Barbara 
Jefford, f he total presentation of 
the character seems to lack some
